1, The Pres id ium o f  t h e  C e n t r a l  Committee o f  t h e  Communi 
P a r t y  (CPSU) d e c i d e d  some time ago ( d a t e  u n s p e c i f i e d )  t h a t  t h e  
P e o p l e s '  Democracies shou ld  be s u p p l i e d  wi th  f r e e  r o c k e t s  and 
guided missiles, equipped wi th  c o n v e n t i o n a l  warheads o n l y ,  by 
t h e  end o f  1961. T h i s  d e c i s i o n  was t a k e n  i n  c o n s u l t a t i o n  w i t h  
p o l i t i c a l  l e a d e r s  o f  t h e  Warsaw Pact c o u n t r i e s ,  who f r e q u e n t l y  
made un u b l i c i z e d  v i s i t s  t o  Moscow, and ap l i e d  t o  a l l  t h e  

Korea but e x c l u d i n g  Albania .

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2. : Preparations began in 1960, but not for all countries; East
Germany (DDR) was the, first country to be supplied and was the first
to receive the 11-75 sUrface-to-air missile:With regard to surface-to-
surface :weapons, free rockets are supplied first, and then guided
missiles. • Of the latter,.a start is made with' the R-11 missile,
because it has been produced in large quantities and is a proven
weapon and because once troops are familiar with it they can easily

arn-to use the. other weapons, both larger and smaller. Training

'arranges training courses.

6. 'Officers from the Peoples!. Democracies are trained in the
USSR and, on return to their. own Countries, train cadres with the;
assistance of. Soviet instructors who aree_assigned as consultants for
a two to three-year period. PrevioU647 training of foreign officers
had taken place at the Dzerzkinki4Artillery.Engineering Academy;
but this faculty has been removed to another establishment for



security reasons .; a number of arrests had in fact been made among
foreign officer students.
